Montreal, Oct. 22.— Hon. W. S. Field- 
ing, minister of finance, in a speech this 
evening, announced that the Canadian 
government had obtained the consent of 
the Imperial government for the estab- 
lishment of a brunch of the royal mint in 
Canada. This mint would coin all Can- 
adian gold required, the balance of the 
Yukon and British Columbia product be- 
ing made up into British sovereigns. 



VIP LUCK HAS KILLED THREE. 

Chief Main's Murderer Confesses to 
Making Away With Two Other 
Men. 

From Our Own Correspondent, 

Vancouver, Oct. 22.— Yip Luck, the 
Chinaman who is to bang in a short time 
for the murder of Chief of Police Main, 
of Stevestou, has a terrible record of 
crime. The old heathen's heart has been 
softened by the knowledge of his ap- 
proaching end, and he has confessed to 
two more murders in British Columbia, 
that have to this time been buried in 
mystery. An Indian was killed on tho 
ranch of ,T. Wells, Chilliwack, some years 
ugo. He was found dead, hacked up 
with an axe, and the murder baffled the 
police. Yip Luck confesses that in a 
quarrel he knocked the siwasli down and 
then cut him around the head until he 
stopped breathing. 

Yip Luck confesses to the murder of a 
colored man found dead five miles from 
Yale, 10 years ago. The murdered man 
had been out shooting when, he had 
some words with the big Chinaman. Al- 
though the negro had a gun lie was no 
match for the Chinaman. 



POST OFFICE PLUNDERED. 

Dominion Govemment Too Economical 
to Give Grand Forks a Safe. 

Grand Forks, Oct. 22.— It has just 
leaked out that the post ofllce here was 
burglarized last "Wednesday night and 
two registered packages— one containing 
$1,000 from the Bank of Montreal, 
Greenwood, and the other containing 
$ 2,000 from the same bank— were 
stolen. Both packages were addressed 
to the Eastern Townships Bank. The 
bills were the issue of the bank, and 
had been sent to the branch here for 
redemption. 

James Mackinnon, acting manager of 
the bank, states it will not suffer any 
loss, as the remittances were fully in- 
surance. The police are working on the 
case. Post Otlice Inspector Dorman, of 
Vancouver, has arrived here and is con- 
ducting an investigation. The packages, 
it seems, were left in a drawer in the 
post office. The action of the govern- 
ment in failing to provide a safe is 
severely criticized. The mysterious 
point of the robbery is the fact that the 
post office was found locked in the morn- 
ing. This has given currency to the 
belief that the burglars were well ac- 
quainted with the premises and the post- 
master's methods. 



LORD STRATHCONA. 

Though Going Back to London Ho 
Iiupes Soon to Be Home Again. 

Montreal, Oct. 22.— Replying to an ad- 
dress to-day, Lord Strathcona stated 
that, though ho would soon return to 
London to resume his duties as high 
commissioner, he hoped before long to be 
among the citizens of Montreal once 
more. He felt that- Canada was his 
home, and lie hoped before long to re- 
sume his residence in Montreal. Al- 
though indefinite, his words left the im- 
pression that he would soon give up the 
high conmiissionership in London. 



PEARY EXPEDITION. 

Impossible For the Windward to Return 
South This Season. 

St. John's, Nfld., Oct. 22.— The latest 
fishing craft to return from Northern 
Labrador reports that nothing has been 
seen of the Peary expedition steamer 
Windward. The winter season has al- 
ready begun and set in near Hudson 
Bay. Ice is forming and the whole re- 
gion will soon be frozen up. making it 
next to impossible for the Windward to 
get out this year. , ^ _.

Russian Press Does Not Like 
Alliance Between Germany 
and Britain. 



Germany Looks Upon , It as-.. 
Cood Diplomacy by Count 
Von bulow. 



St. Petersburg, Oct. 22.— The Viedo-- 
nosti thinks the Anglo-German agree- 
ment " enigmatical," since the mainten- - 
une'e of the integrity of China is ac- 
cepted as the fundamental proposal by. 
ull the parties. It adds: "The agree- 
ment aims at the protection of that, 
which needs no protection. To the qucs- ■ 
tion as to who will threaten the integrity, 
of China there is only one answer.. 
Those who have arranged to crush any- 
one who thinks of preventing them from 
talcing as booty those ports in China 
which they have regarded as belongiug;- 
to them. Russia will in the meanwhile- 
continue her protest," 

The Novoe Vremya regards the terri- 
tory north of the Pel Ho river as be- 
longing to Russia, "who will not admit 
the application of the 'open door' to that 
territory." 

Berlin, Oct. 22. — Although no formal i 
answers have yet been received from the- 
powers regarding the Anglo-German . 
agreement, Couut vou Bulow, the im- 
perial chancellor, has been assured by 
the diplomatic representatives here that, 
their governments will readily accede to- 
the arrangement. The agreement is- 
interpreted as another diplomatic vic- 
tory for him. It I ; now asserted that 
the Russian ambassador i-- Germany,, 
who was the first representative Count 
von Bulow told about the agreement, 
giving him oral explanations tending to 
show that its point was not directed 
against Russia, gave assurances amount- 
ing to a declaration that Russia would, 
join in the agreement. 

Wlrle most of the papers approve of 
the agreement, the Russephilc press, 
which means the Anglophobe section, . 
express a fear that the coolness between. 
Germany and Russia, which arose re- 
cently, as evidenced by several incidents - 
relating to Count vou Waldersee, will . 
be intensified by the agreement. The- 
Frankfurter Zeituug hails the agree- 
mt'iii as accentuating the open door, and. 
confidently predicts ^that the United 
States will join. 

The Hamburg-American line, the- 
North German Lloyds line, the associa- 
tions of ship-owners at Hamburg and 
Bremen, and various chambers of com- 
merce have telegraphed to Count von 
Bulow their hearty approval of the 
agreement. 

With reference to the speculations as 
to the existence of secret clauses in the 
Anglo-German agreement, the National. 
Zeitung, after careful inquiry, affirms 
that the clauses exist. 

Washington, Oct. 22. — The cabinetl 
meeting to-day lasted from 11 till 1 
o'clock. At the conclusion of the meet- 
ing it was gathered that the agreement 
between Great Britain and Germany as- 
to their future policy in China was specU 
ally satisfactory to this government, re- 
garding the open door in China and the 
maintenance of the integrity of the em- 
pire. 

The state department to-day made pub- 
lic the correspondence which has taken 
place between itself and the French 
government since the original French 
note respecting China, which laid down 
the terms suggested by France as a 
basis of negotiation for a settlement. 
This hist correspondence consists of 
two notes exchanged between Secretary 
of State Hay and M. Thiebeaut, last 
week, putting in formal shape certain, 
verbal statements of importance respect- 
ing the negotiations begun. 

An interesting and important feature-- 
of the United States note is the sugges- 
tion that the powers bind themselves- 
again to the open door — exactly the ob- 
ject aimed at in tire British-German 
agreement or alliance, which was made- 
public last week. While this note by 
Secretary Hay bears date of October 19, 
the British German agreement is as- 
signed to the date of October 10, seven 
days earlier. The action of this govern- 
ment was taken in ignorance of the 
agreement. The suggestion indicates t£ 
favorable' response by the United Statea- 
government to the suggestion to join; 
with Great Britain and Germany in the- 
objects specified. 

PREPARING A WELCOME. 

Ottawa, Oct. 22. — Elaborate arrange- 
ments are being made for the reception 
oi the volunteers. A magnificent elec- 
trical display is promised as a feature. 
The militia department lias cabled the 
war ofllce for the names of the men com- 
ing home on the Idaho, but it is doubt- 
ful whether they can be got before th&- 
transport arrives.

LordlRoberts Will Punish Heavily 
Townspeople Who Aided 
.Boers. 



«A Number of Small Actions Re- 
ported From Various 
Places. 



London, Oct. 22.— Lord Roberts re- 
ports from Pretoria, under date of Octo- 
ber 2t, that the Boers who attacked 
Jagersfonteln succeeded in releasing the 
tloer prisoners in the town before they 
-were repulsed. Their loss was twenty, 
Including Commandant Visser. The Boer 
sympathizers inside the town assisted the 
ltoers. Lord Roberts adds that they will 
he heavily punished foi it. 

Lord Methuon has arrived at Zeerust, 
In Western Transvaal, and reports the 
iotM of six men killed and ten wounded. 

Gen. Knox announces that the mount- 
ed infantry attacked the Boers near 
. iCroon-stadt, driving them off and iulliet- 
. >ng considerable loss. 

A determined attack was made by the 
'.Boers on Fauretsniith, west of Jagersfon- 
tein. The Boers were repulsed. The 
British Ions was two killed and .six 
wounded. 

Gen. Burton fought at Frederickstadt, 
capturing several positions. He lost two 
men killed and four wounded. 

A despatch to the Times from Zeerust 
.says that Von Uoosburg, an American 
.lieutenant, who has been lighting with 
and financing the Boers, declares himself 
tired of the war. 



STRIKE RIOT. 

.Shut Fired But Apparently No One Was 
Injured. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa.! Oct. 22.— The Stan- 
un washery of the Lehigh and Wilkes- 
barre Coal Co., in the Wyoming valley, 
was the scene of a clash this morning. 
"When the employees started work, they 
wire met by a large body of women and 

•- boys, who began to stone the men. The 
snob took the tools away from the men 
-and broke them. Several shots "were 
tired, and some of the workmen fled. 
There was a number of the coal and iron 

. policemen about, but they did not use 

. their firearms' lor fear of shooting the 
women. The workmen finally left the 

: place for their homes, and no attempt 
wa« man to resume operations at the 
colliery. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 22.— This even- 
ing there was another riot at the Stanton 
washery of the Lehigh & Wilkesbarre 

• Coal Co. When the workmen started to 
:go home, under the protection of the coal 

. .-iud iron police, fully five thousand people 
had gathered. A telephone message was 

. sent to police headquarters in this city 
for help, and Chief of Police Kline and a 
number of officers responded. The men 
who had been at work were placed on a 
small mine locomotive, but before th« 
locomotive could get under headway 
someone fired. The police returned the 
lire, but no one was struck. Another vol- 
ley from the windows followed. The 
^lass in the locomotive was broken, but 
no one was wounded. Two of the work- 
men of the locomotive jumped off and 
wore knocked down and kicked, but were 
rescued by the police. 

A TRAMP'S CRIME. 

Beat a Woman About, the Head Be- 
cause She Refused Iliin Money.

THE DEATH OF 

JOHN SHERMAN 



For [Vlany Years a Leading Fig- 
ure In United States 
Politics. 



Washington, Oct. 22.— Hon. John Sher- 
man, who for a period of 40 years occu- 
pied a prominent place in the legislature 
and administrative branches of public af- 
fairs in the United States, died here at 
(!:-15 o'clock this morning of brain ex- 
haustion. 

The funeral services over the remains 
will be held in the city and at Hansfield, 
Ohio. The interment will be in the 
family plot at that place, and will 
take place in all probability on Thursday. 

John Sherman was born in Lancaster, 
Ohio, May 10, 1S23. In 1844 he was 
admitted to the bar. He was elected to 
congress, where he took his seat on De- 
cember 3, lS5f>. He was president of 
the first Republican convention in Ohio. 
Mr. Sherman was a United States sena- 
tor from 1S41 to 1S77, and again from 
1881 to 1887. The author of many im- 
portant laws, he had long been known 
as a famous statesman. In 1S90 Presi- 
dent McKinley appointed him secretary 
of state, but soon after taking up the 
portfolio ill-health compelled him to re- 
sign. 

In his eulogy on the dead man. Presi- 
dent McKinley says: 

"In fitting expression of the sense of 
bereavement that affects the public, I 
direct that on the day of the funeral, the 
executive officers of the United States 
display the national (lag at half-mast, 
and that the representatives of the Unit- 
ed States in foreign countries shnll pay 
in like manner appropriate tribute to the 
illustrious dead for a period of ten days." 

The funeral will be held at the Sher- 
man residence early on Wednesday after- 
noon. Rev. Alexander MacKay Smith, 
rector of St. John's church, olffciating. 
Services will be held in Mansfield on 
Thursday, which President McKinley 
will attend. If is known that Mr. Sher- 
man left a will, but no information con- 
cerning it: will be obtainable until after 
tin. 1 funeral. 



GRANBY SMELT Fit. 

Matte Shipments to Date Over a 
Hundred Thousand Dollars. 

Grand Forks. Oct. 22.— The Grnnby 
smelter, which blew in just two months 
ago, has thus far shipped 22 carloads or 
(100 tons of matte to a New York re- 
finery. This matte is estimated to be 
worth $1(50 per ton. This would give 
the value of the total shipments to date 
as $105,000. The showing is considered 
phenomenal, especially as the second fur- 
nace blew in only two weeks ago. The 
nominal capacity of the smelter is ."Oil 
tons per day, but the fact that no fluxes 
are required enables the plant to bundle 
000 tons per day. A few days ago tin' 
run for a period of 2-1 hours amounted 
to 02-1 tons, a record-breaking figure. A 
matte-converting plant, which will en- 
able the smelter to ship metallic copper, 
will be installed within the nexi few 
months. 



DIPLOM AT1C CHANG ES. 

Sir Frederick Hodgson Appointed Gov- 
ernor of 'Barbadoes. 

London, Oct. 22— Sir Cornelius Alfred 
Moloney has been appointed governor of 
Trinidad and Tobago Island, and will be 
succeeded as governor of the Windward 
Islands by Sir Robert Baxter Llowellen, 
administrator of the colony of the Gam- 
bia, and formerly administrator of To- 
bago Island. feir Harry Langhorno 
Thompson, who has been administrator of 
St. Vincent flinco 1S95. will he trans- 
ferred to St. Lucia. Sir Frederick Mit- 
chell Hodgson, who since 189S has been 
governor and commander-in-chief of the 
Gold Coast colony, has been appointed 
governor of Barbadoes.

A Liberal's Charge Against the 
Government on the Yukon 
Scandal. 



The Enquiry Was Entrusted to 
a Relative of the 
Accused. 



One of the most serious charges Mr. II. 
II. Cook has to make against the Liberal 
lenders is the way iu which the govern- 
ment screened Mr. Sifton iu the Yukon 
charges. That was one of the reasons 
why Mr. Cook, a life-long Liberal, left 
his party. Mr. Cook says: 

"Among the solemn declarations of 
principle made by the National Liberal 
convention at Ottawa, in June, 1S03, was 
the following, bearing upon the principle 
of the independence of parliament: 

" "That it is the ancient and undoubt- 
ed right of the House of Commons to 
enquire into all matters of public ex- 
penditure, and into all charges of mis- 
conduct iu office against ministers of 
the crown, and the reference of such 
matters to royal commissions created 
upon the advice of the accused is at vari- 
ance with due responsibility of ministers 
of the House of Commons, and tends to 
weaken the authority of the house over 
the executive government, and this con- 
vention affirms that the powers of the 
people's representatives in this regard 
should on all fitting occasions be upheld.' 

"This was the declared belief of the 
Liberal party then. 1 believe it to be the 
belief of all true Liberals still. The mak- 
ing of such a declaration implied a prom- 
ise to the people, which, as a party, we 
cannot ignore, much less repudiate, with- 
out being chargeable with falsehood and 
dishonor. How have our party leaders 
dealt with that promise? 

"On June 27, 1800. Sir Ilibbert Tap- 
per, in his place in parliament, made a 
series of distinct charges, twenty-seven 
in all, alleging incapacity, misconduct, 
corruption and malfeasance in connection 
with the management of the affairs of 
the Yukon by the department of the in- 
terior. In a number of these charges, 
Hon. Clifford Sifton, the minister of the 
interior, was accused of personal wrong- 
doing of the gravest character, and all 
of the charges reflected upon his charac- 
ter and conduct, either as a man or as a 
minister. I shall not here discuss wheth- 
er these charges were true or nor. Three 
Liberal members appear to have believed 
that some of them at any rate were true, 
bui this is not the question I wish to dis- 
cuss. To us, as Liberals, the important 
question is: Did our party and its lead- 
ers meet and deal with these charges as 
a Liberal government ought to have met 
and dealt with them? Were they met 
and dealt with in the manner which we, 
as a party, had declared by a solemnly- 
nmde affirmation that such charges 
should be, as as we had pledged ourselves 
to deal with such charges? Did the Lib- 
eral leaders assert the 'ancient and un- 
doubted right of the House of Commons 
to enquire into » « * all charges of 
misconduct in office against ministers of 
the crown'? 

"On the contrary, the accused minister, 
backed by his colleagues, positively re- 
fused to grant a judicial enquiry. 

"And this, although the member who 
brought the charge offered to abide by 
the result of the investigation, and, in the 
event of his failure to substantiate his 
charges, to forfeit his right to sit in par- 
liament, or to hold any office in the gift 
of the crown. More, and perhaps worse, 
than this, notwithstanding the solemn 
condemnation of the practice of referring 
charges against ministers to royal com- 
missions created upon the advice of Un- 
accused. 

"The government entrusted the duty of 
investigating the charges to one of their 
own officials, an employee of the de- 
partment lie was instructed to investi- 
gate, and n relative by marriage of the 
accused minister, 

"And if to make certain that even this 
not unfriendly investigator should not 
be able to make any unpleasant discov- 
eries, such restrictions and difficulties 
were imposed upon him and upon those 
who might be called upon to give evi- 
uei-ce that the commissioner was com- 
pelled to acknowledge in his report that 
his investigation was incomplete. Can 
we, in the face of these fncts, deny that 
the leaders of our party, the men for 
wiiose conduct we shall rightly be held 
responsible unlet* we repudiate it. and 
them, have falsified the pledge given 
to the people to preserve and maintain 
the independence of parliament?"

SEATTLE IN QUARANTINE. 

One of the Passengers Found to Be Suf- 
fering from Smallpox. 

Vancouver, Oct. 22. — The .steamer City 
of Seattle arrived from Skagway this 
morning with 27.S passengers. When Dr. 
McKechnie boarded the steamer and the 
passengers filed past him, one was stop- 
ped and examined. Ho had smallpox, 
the disease having broken out all over his 
face. The Doctor ordered the steamer 
two miles from shore and broke eoniimmi- 
ci lion with the land. Therefore infor- 
mation as lo n personnel of the passen- 
gers, etc., is difficult to obtain. Dr. Mc- 
Kechnie at once wired to Ottawa for in- 
structions, but il was said the steamer 
wi'l proceed to William Head to-night, 
when till? passengers and crew will be 
quarantined for two weeks or more. 

Among the passengers are J. II. Greer, 
agent of the White Pass railway at Vic- 
toria; ('apt. Westcott. Vancouver; Robt. 
Skinner, Vancouver; W. Hawkins, of the 
White Pass railway, ex-Mayor Brackett, 
Minneapolis. Thirty-live passengers 
were for Vancouver, the rest for Seat- 
tle. The patient who is the cause of the 
trouble is suffering from a very mild 
type of smallpox. 

The Senttln had not arrived at William 
Head at an early hour this morning. 

BECOMING RECONCILED. 

Cuban General Who Did Not Like the 
Yankees. 

Santiago, do Cuba, Oct. 22.— Gen Ce- 
beroco, a popular negro politician, who 
was recently elected an alternate dele- 
gate to the forthcoming constitutional 
convention; came to Santiago yesterday 
for the first time since the Spanish eva- 
cuation. He had repeatedly said that he 
would never leave the rural stronghold 
until the Americans departed, unless in 
Command of a Cuban army for the pur- 
pose of expelling the intruders'. Last 
evening three thousand of his admirers, 
with a band, demonstrated in his honor 
and paraded the streets.

The priest sold it 
a short time after, and with the money 
built the present pretty little church of 
| St. Eugene. Cooderham and Blackstock 
eventually secured the mine and purchus- 
j ed the adjoining property for $000,000, 
J consolidating the two mines in one, and 
now as a result of tin- old Indian's find 
and the priest's shrewdness, they have 
one of the biggest paying mines in Amer- 
ica.

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THE SPANISH CRISIS. 

General Azearrangu Has Succeeded in 
Forming a New Cabinet. 

Madrid, Del. 22.— The present crisis in 
the cabinet is an outcome of the conflict 
between the civil and military elements. 
Since their return from Cuba, Generals 
Weyler and Linares have gathered 
around them a group in defence of the 
interests of the army, and in spite of 
the budget economies which have been 
universally demanded, they aim t > > re- 
construct the army and navy. The first 
step in the direction of this plan was to 
proclaim the independence of the minis- 
ter of war among the members of the 
cabinet, and Gen. Linares appointed 
Gen. Weyler to be captain-general of 
Madrid as part of this policy. Gen. 
Weyler, who recently adhered to the 
Liberal party, which he hoped eventually 
would enable him to get the portfolio of 
war, announced that he accepted the 
portfolio as a military man, and not as 
a politician. Nevertheless it is thought 
his present action will cause him to be 
abandoned by the Liberals. In the 
meantime Gen. Weyler retains his post, 
saying he was nominated by the govern- 
ment of the Queen Regent, and appar- 
ently he believes no one (lares relieve 
him. 

Gen. Azcarranga succeeded to-night in 
forming a cabinet, with the following 
distribution of portfolios: President of 
the council. Gen. Azcarrange; minister 
of foreign affairs, Marquis Aguilar 
Campos; minister of war, Gen. Linares; 
minister of finance, Senor Allen Desa- 
garj minister of the interior, Senor 
IJgarte; minister of justice. Marquis 
Vndillo; minister of public instruction, 
Senor Garcia Sanchez Toco. The post 
of minister of marine has not yet been 
filled. 

Gen. Azcarranga presented the list to 
(he Queen Iiegent this evening, and the 
ministers will take the oath to-morrow. 

The under secretary or war, the pre- 
fecto of Madrid and the mayor of Mad- 
rid, as we II as several prefects of depart- 
ments, have resigned. 



RUSSIAN INTRIGUE. 

Trying to Make a Separate Arrangement 
lo Secure Manchuria. 

London, Oct. 21!.— The Times publish- 
es the following from its correspondent 
in St. Petersburg: "It is safe to say the 
visit of the Chinese minister to Livadia, 
where the Russian court and the prin- 
cipal ministers are now staying (and 
whence the Russian government is direct- 
ed v. ilh more secrecy than would be pos- 
sible here), is connected with an endeav- 
or to make a separate arrangement con- 
cerning Manchuria. 

"The Russians will continue lo exter- 
minate the Chinese in the most ruthless 
ma oner in order to protect the future of 
the railway. A critical study of the of- 
ficial report shows that the Chinese re- 
sistance has been a mere farce. The 
Russians have been only too glad of the 
opportunity to kill every Chinese soldier 
and to destroy every vestige of Chinese 
authority iu Manchuria, and they have 
taken advantage of this farcical reaist- 
nnce with a vengeance." 



DANISH ANTILLES. 

Seven Million Dollars Price of Sale to 
United States. 

Berlin, Oct. 22.— Reliable advices from 
Copenhagen assert that the sale of the 
Danish Antilles to the United States 
will soon be effected. Next Thursday 
the Danish minister to the United States, 
Dr. Constantino Brun, "will start from 
Washington, bearing the formal terms of 
sale. A bill authorizing (he alienation at 
Ihe price fixed by the present cabinet, 
§7,000,000, will reach the reichstag iu a 
few weeks.

GRAND FORKS DUCK POND. 

Artificial Lake as the Result of Building 
the Smelter. 

When the dam for the Granby smel- 
ter water power was thrown across the 
narrow gorge through which the north 
fork of Kettle river approaches Grand 
Forks, it was not anticipated (hat it 
would be the means of preparing a spot 
which Would be a hunters' paradise for 
the residents of that city, yet such is the 
fact. At the head of the gorge (he river 
flows through a broad valley, •which was 
formerly covered with heavy timber, with 
hero and there a clearing containing a 
settler's cabin and hay meadow. While 
tlx- dam was in course of construction 
the smelter company had the timber 
cleared off. They knew, however, that a 
lake was to be formed, and left a num- 
ber of clumps of trees to lend a more 
romantic aspect to the scene. Since the 
completion of Ihe dam, the -water has 
covered seven hundred 'acres of bottom 
land, and now that the fall season has 
arrived, thousands of ducks have paused 
on their migratory flight to inspect this 
new haven. The result is that while the 
ducks find an ideal feeding ground, the 
sportsmen of this city are burning more 
powder than over before, and are rejoic- 
ing in big bags of mallards aud canvass-

story structures made of corrugated iron, 
what are known locally as "tin huts." 
I went into one and examined the walls. 
No! it was obvious that it would be no 
more effective shelter from a Muser bul- 
let than a piece of paper. The buildings 
were hopeless. Further consideration 
was rudely interrupted, by the whistle of 
the first Boer bullet as it buzzed over our 
heads. Then, you should see how war 
correspondents can hustle. Four of us 
made a dash for a small dump of earth 
at thc end of the siding. That bit of 
turned-over veldt we put between us and 
the Boers, who were then only firing 
from one direction. There we lay shiv 
ering, for it had been a frosty morning, 
for over an hour, listening to the bullets 
buzzing over our heads, but secure as 
long as the Boers only fired from thc 
one direction. 

Meanwhile, our men were thrown out 
in widely extended order all round our 
exposed position. At first they atempt- 
ed to return the Boor fire, but the smoke 
from the black powder of the old Mar- 
tini-Henri ammunition only revealed the 
position, and soon the commanding otlicer 
Colonel Bullock, of the Devons, ordered 
the men to reserve their tire unless the 
enemy attempted to rush the position. So 
there' they lay silently, while the Boers 
blazed away at them. 

After about an hour of this, Colonel 
Bullock decided to retire on the camp 
where our Canadian boys were lying en- 
trenched, about two and a half miles to 
the south of us. The ammunition was 
replaced on the trucks, the outlying men 
were called in, and the engine, which had 
gone down the line on a short scouting ex- 
pedition, was brought back. But the 
driver reported that large numbers of 
the enemy had got between the two 
camps, and we had to remain where we 
were. So far we had nothing to do but 
seek shelter from the Mauser. 

At half-past eight the boom of a gun, 
followed simultaneously by the shriek of 
a shrapnel as it tore through the air over 
our heads and burst a few yards form us 
told us that there were longer odds 
against us than even the great disparity 
between the rifles. There was no hope 
unless the artillery came to our rescue, 
and the nearest artillery was at Kroon- 
stad, 21 miles away. The only bit of 
silver lining in our cloud was that the 
operator had flashed the news of our de- 
fenceless condition to Kroonstad before 
the wire was cut, and got back the an- 
"Messago received anil under- 
stood." When the first shell screamed 
over us we began to calculate how soon 
help could reach us. Would they have to 
march all the way from Kroonstad, or 
would they he able to come most ot the 
distance by train? It was a momentous 
question for us, for we were in a small 
space t and both the artillery and the 
riflemen could get close in and rake us 
without fear of retaliation. The heart 
of the stoutest man will quail when self- 
defence is impossible. The defenders 
however, were encouraged by the cool- 
ness of their colonel, who moved about 
in almost reckless fashion, directing his 
men, and showing plainly that as long 
as he was alive he would fight on. So 
the gallant fellows stuck to their posts, 
firing occasionally, when the Boers ven- 
tured too close, retreating a little when 
the fire became intolerable, but at the 
first opportunity creeping back, determin- 
ed that "not through them should Eng- 
land come to shame." 

As time went on things got worse and 
worse. The Boer riflemen crept in near- 
er and nearer. For the first time in the 
campaign I saw a long line of them ride 
boldly up iu plain view extended along 
the top of the ridge to thc East of us, 
not even deigning to dismount from their 
horses. In full view against the sky line, 
at a range of not more than a thousand 
yards, there they sat calmly on their 
horses, blazing away at us. They want- 
ed our men to reply and thus reveal their 
positions, but the order not to fire was 
given, and our men obeyed it. We be- 
gan to wonder whether they would have 
the courage to charge and overwhelm us. 
The few men who had bayonets prepared 
to sell their lives dearly. But that is not 
the Boer method of fighting— he likes a 
safe game with the odds all on his side. 
So the riflemen kept at a respectful dis- 
tance and meanwhile up came another 
fifteen pounder. Now wo were being 
shelled by the guns, and the shells fell 
thick and fast. 

Meanwhile, where were the poor cor- 
respondents, with their "line of retreat" 
cut off. From the dump behind which 
we first took up our position, the shells 
soon persuaded us to look for a better 
cover. First we made a dash for the 
long line of trucks standing on the rail- 
way a few yards from us. Underneath 
the trucks, hugging the rail as closely as 
possible, we stretched ourselves at, full 
length. But the wooden trucks arc 
mighty poor shelter from shrapnel shells. 
The bullets also began to ring against 
the wheels, and after a hasty discussion 
we decided unnanimously that we must 
look for something better. By the side 
of the railway was the long low corrug- 
ated iron building, one of the correspon- 
dents was already inside and he appeared 
at the window and frantically gestured 
to us to come inside too. The bullets 
were whistling down the intervening 
space, but we had to make the venture. 
Then you should have seen how war 
correspondents can run! One after an- 
other — waiting each for a lull in the rifle 
fire — we made a dash for the house. If 
I could always run the way I did that 
hundred yards I should set up as a pro- 
fessional sprinter for life. 

Inside that flimsy house we stayed un- 
til relief reached us at about four o'clock 
in tlit? afternoon. We were hidden there 
but by no means safe. Shrapnel and 
Mauser bullets came through the walls 
and the roof. One man — a Tommy— was 
shot through the leg by our side. A 
shrapnel bullet grazed my' face and lodg- 
ed in the floor underneath the foot of 
another correspondent. It went near 
enough to his foot to bruise it. Those 
nre the kind of escapes that all men have 
under fire. Tho number of men who 
have hail badges and buttons shot off, or 
have been shot through the coat sleeves 
or helmets, is simply legion. 

Four of us correspondents spent sever- 
al unhappy hours in that room listening 
to the scream of shells as they flew over 
the roof, and to the bang of their explo- 
sion as they burst often within a few- 
yards of our building. We calculated the 
chances of one coming through the roof 
and bursting inside our little room, ami 
passed the time with similar exhilarating 
discussions. Meanwhile, we had nothing 
whatever to eat, and in my case I had 
not even the consolation of a smoke, for 
I had left my pipe in the railway 'car- 
riage. Altogether, it was an experience 
that convinced me once for all that a 
war correspondent's lot is not altogether 
a "happy one— happy one," 

I have told the story of this little fight 
already in these columns, so I need not 
go into any details, excepting as regards 
my subject in this article, which is to 
show that Mr. Winston Churchill i H nut 
the only war correspondent who has had 
hairbreadth escapes. It will be remem- 
bered, perhaps, that we were relieved 



about four o'clock in the afternoon. Di- 
rectly the Boers ceased firing I ran out 
of our huuse and made for the "saloon 
carriage," to get my much-miscd pipe. 
These so-called saloon carriages are di- 
vided into small compartments, each 
accommodating four passengers. The 
compartment next to mine was occupied 
by two English correspondents. As 1 
pased the door a strange sight met my 
gaze. One of the correspondents whom 
we had not seen during the fight had 
evidently prepared the best substitute he 
could manage under the circumstances 
for hit available "line of retreat." His 
compartment was filled up from lloor to 
roof with all the baggage he could lay 
his hands on. Mine was there, indeed, 
everybody's and the compartment looked 
like the fullest little baggage car I ever 
saw in my life. Right underneath the 
the whole pile was a little burrow— a 
regular badger hole. It was evident 
that that was where the poor correspon- 
dent had sought shelter from the Boor 
bullets and shells. For a war correspon- 
dent it displayed nn unreasonable ignor- 
ance of the penetrability of modern mis- 
siles. Luckily for him a shell did not 
strike that compartment. But one shell 
did strike the next coach and it smashed 
it up most effectually. We learned later 
on that Mr. Correspondent was in his 
burrow at tho time, and that the effect 
of that shell convinced him that he had 
better shift his position as rapidly as pos- 
sible. This he did, getting into the build- 
ing that had been converted into a hos- 
pital for the wounded, and which was 
protected by the red-cross Hag. There he 
was not onlv safe but useful. 

Besides the shells, I should think fully 
a hundred bullets had gone through that 
coach. So you will see that it was just 
as well that we did uot stay there, as 
sonic of our party at the beginning of 
the fun suggested we should do. 

So, after all, you cannot play with fire 
without getting burnt; anil even the most 
cautious war correspondent is liable to 
get into a "hot corner" at times.

THE NATIONAL POLICY. 

"The Times says that the National 
Tolicy in dead. If this were truo, it 
would be sad news. Doubtless our con- 
temporary would be glad to kill it, but, 
happily for the country, it cannot do so. 
The National Tolic-y is not dead, but is 
tc-duy dear to the heart of the great 
majority of Canadians. Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier would not dare to get upon a plat- 
form and make the declaration which the 
"Times advances. If he should do so, he 
would moot with such a condemnation at 
the hands of the electorate afl no pre- 
mier ever received in Canada. 

Tlio National Policy is not dead. Lib- 
eralism cannot kill it. It is a policy that 
is founded in sound statesmanship. It 
has done much for Canada, and will do 
-still more, when administered by men 
who understand and appreciate what it 
implies. It made Canada a united coun- 
try. It made it a prosperous country. It 
contributes to the prosperity of the peo- 
tple to-day. 

If the National Policy were dead, what 
would the Times propose to substitute for 
it? Has it lost faith in the future of the 
country? We hardly think so, for when 
It loaves politics alone, it is vigorous in 
its demands for the development of our 
national resources. Wo prefer to think 
that our contemporary does not appre- 
ciate what is implied in the National 
Policy. If this is the explanation, it in 
-one that will suit a very large propor- 
tion of the members of the party with 
■which it is allied. Canada wants the 
National Policy to he sustained, and the 
'best people to sustain it are those who 
are responsible for its inauguration.

THAT $10,000. 

The statement of Mr. H. .'I. Cook that 
he was offered a seuatorship for $10,000 
is a very painful one. It is not pleasant 
to read that a public man charges that 
one of the highest ofllces in the gift of 
the Crown in Canada had been put up 
for sale. It is only fair to say that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier gave the statement a 
.general denial, but Mr. Cook has re- 
iterated it, and it seems certain that he 
would hardly do so unless he were pie- 
pared to make good his assertion. Some- 
thing must have taken place to warrant 
. such n charge, and the public will care 
very little as to what method of circum- 
locution was adopted to make it possible 
for the government to repudiate the 
■offer. 

The Senate is a branch of our govern- 
ment which is perhaps in need of reform; 
but if it over became a place in which 
seats could lie bought for so much cash, 
like a seat at a stock exchange, it would 
cease to he a benefit, and become a 
.positive menace to the country. Things 
are bad enough in the United States, 
where in some eases legislatures are 
'.bought up h.v senatorial aspirants; but 
nothing that has over happened there is 
• equal to a demand by the government of 
tUie day for a cash consideration for a 
senatorial appointment. Between this 
and the sale of judgeships the distinc- 
tion is so narrow that it is hardly worth 
while making any. 

We have been slow to comment upon 
this matter, for it seemed to be of too 
serious a nature to be treated until the 
Premier had had an opportunity to dis- 
prove it beyond the shadow of a doubt. 
"This has not been done, and, this being 
-.the case, we have no hesitation in citing 
;tbls as a reason, and a very cogent 
reason, why the present party ought to 
be removed from power. 



enjoyed them for a very long 
period. The free admission of Can- 
adian products into the United Kingdom 
has nothing to do with preferential trade. 
The products of the United States, which 
has framed its tariff expressly to keep 
British products' out of that country, en- 
ter Great Britain free of duty. So also 
do the products of every other country in 
the world and of every colony. British 
free trade was not designed for the bene- 
fit of Canada or the colonies, but for the 
bcneBt of the people of Groat Britain. 
When this policy became the law of the 
United Kingdom, a groat cry went up 
from nil the colonies that they were be- 
ing deprived of the benefit of British con- 
nection. To quiet the feelings of the peo- 
ple of British North America at that 
time, the reciprocity treaty of 1S5-1 was 
negotiated, and certain of our products 
were admitted into the United States 
free of duty. It is perfectly absurd to 
say that British free trade is a benefit to 
Canada any more than it is to the rest of 
the world. Yet Canada is the only coun- 
try in the world that gives Britain a pre- 
ference. We have received absolutely 
nothing in return for this preference. 

It is also absurd to claim that British 
protection throughout the world is ex- 
tended to us in exchange for the preferen- 
tial tariff. Great Britain has always af- 
forded the subjects of the Crown protec- 
tion, no matter in what quarter of the 
globe they might be. This was the case 
before Sir Wilfrid Laurier was bom, 
pad would have been continued if be 
never had dreamed of a preferential tar- 
iff. Our contemporary Is simply playing 
with the facta when it claims that the 
British government has given Canada 
anything in return for a preference of 
3',l 1-3 per cent, in OUT customs tariff. In- 
deed, it was the boast of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier that his government did not ask 
or expect anything in return for it. 



BRITISH PREFERENCE. 



IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

Guerilla warfare continues in our new 
South African possessions. Jagersfon- 
tein and Pauresmith, near which there 
has been lighting, are in the southwest- 
ern portion of the Orange River Colony, 
and a part of the country that was for 
some time free from disturbance. There 
has been some fighting near Kroonstad, 
which is about half way between Bloem- 
fontein and Pretoria; also at Frederick- 
stad, which is in the western part of 
the Transvaal. Methuon has been 
inarching aerosp the western Transvaal, 
somewhat to the north of Prederickstad. 
It is not likely that any of the Boor par- 
ties are numerous, and their equipment 
must be very scanty. Enjoying the 
sympathy of the people, they can move 
readily through the country and attack 
places not. very strongly defended, but 
a very short time will put an end to all 
this. The unfortunate part of the af- 
fair, apart from the loss of life, is that 
it delays the pacification of the country 
and compels Lord Roberts to resort to 
expedients, which he would avoid. He 
can have no desire to deal harshly with 
the burghers, but there will be nothing 
left for him to do unless they cense giv- 
ing the guerillas countenance and sup- 
port. 

There are at present between 10,000 
and 20,000 burghers in our hands. We 
do not know how many were killed dur- 
ing the war, nor how many died fr_>m 
sickness and wounds. Neither is it pos- 
sible to ascertain how many have been 
incapacitated from lighting by reason of 
their wounds. The number coming 
under the several heads must aggregate 
a formidable figure. The number of 
men in the two conquered countries, 
capable of bearing arms, must be small; 
their supply of ammunition must be- 
nearly exhausted. They have few 
leaders of ability left. Their resistance 
is therefore senseless. Nevertheless it 
will probably continue for gome time, be- 
coming daily less annoying, and finally 
dying out with a few splutters like a 
candle. 



1800 he introduced and carried through 
cougress a bill providing for the purchase 
of 4,500,000 ounces of silver every year, 
in order to satisfy the demands of the 
silver rniue owners, who were contending 
for the establishment of bimetallism. Thia 
act was more "discussed during the 
three years of its enforcement than any 
other piece of legislation in recent years.

President McKinley ap- 
pointed him. secretary of state, but his 
health failing him, he resigned shortly 
after. Mince which time he has been in 
private lite. 

Personally John Sherman, was an 
excellent man. He cherished for some 
years an ambition to become president, 
but only met with disappointment. The 
people of the United States are not in- 
clined to choose strong men as presiden- 
tial candidates. His- failure to receive 
a presidential nomination was, perhaps, 
the one grief in his political career. He 
was a man of unblemished patriotism. At 
tunes his zeal outran his discretion, but, 
taking him on the whole, he had few 
equals in the United States during his 
iotig career, and no superiors.

A GREAT AMERICAN'. 

John Sherman is dead. To those 
whose reading has not kept them in 
touch with public affairs in the United 
States, the name of John Sherman sug- 
gests very little, but it can be justly 
claimed of him that he was one of the 
greatest men, whom the United States 
has produced. For more than half a cen- 
tury he was identified with public affairs, 
and fifty-five years have passed since he 
first took h'« seat in congress. Thus he 
was in the chief council of the Republic 
before the War of Secession, and has 
taken an active part in all the stirring 
public events of the nation from that t.'me 
until very recently. 

Sherman's favorite field of work wan 
finance, and probably the present mone- 
tary system of the United Stated owes 
its existence more to him than to any 
other individual. That system is far 
from peiTeel, but the man who could 
shape it ami sustain it in the fact of tre- 
mendous opposition and hostile criticism 
was no ordinary politician. Many people 
may not know the straits to which the 
United Stales was put during the War of 
Secession for a circulating medium. The 
war was fought on a paper currency, 
which at oae time was worth only a little 
more than half its face value in gold. 
When peace was proclaimed, this depre- 
ciated currency was one of the groat bur- 
dens upon the country. What to do with 
it was a question of exceeding difficulty. 
A demand was made for the resumption 
of specie payments, which was met by 
the claim that the country could not meet 
its obligations in gold. Men like Sena- 
tor Sherman and Horace Greedy thought 
otherwise. Greoly used to print day af- 
ter day in his paper, the New York Tri- 
bune, "the way to resume specie pay- 
ments is to resume." lie realized the

Cramer's hall, at Ross Bay, was well 
tilled yesterday evening, notwithstand- 
ing the inclemency of the weather, on the 
occasion of u political meeting addressed 
by Messrs. Prior and Earle, the Con- 
servative candidates. 

Mr. W. G. Eden was voted to the 
chair, and in u brief speech introduced 
Col. Prior. He had supported the Lib- 
erals at the last election, but now, since 
the Liberals had not kept their promiries, 
he was on the side of the Conservatives. 
A mail delivery in the district in which 
he resided was one of the difficulties 
which had shown up the falsity of Lib- 
eral promises. He was employed no a 
I postmaster a few yeare ago, but when 
he called attention to the necessity of bet- 
ter mail facilities, he was told to go t>j 
Dr. Milne and Senator Templemau for a 
! remedy; and none was'forthconnng. The 
I questions of cabinet representation and 
Asiatic immigration were taken up by the 
| speaker, who offered some very valuable, 
■ suggestions. The Conservative party 
I ought to be upheld, as it was in the Old 
Country, where the Conservative party 
had lately been returned with increased 
majorities, 

Col. Prior first of all thanked those 
present for having turned out on audi a 
wretched night. lie complimented ' the 
.chairman on the excellence of his speech. 
-now that the two great parties wero 
drawn up confronting each other, it was 
for the electors of the country to say 
which of them should bo given once again 
their confidence. 

Taking up the subject of broken 
Pledges, Col. Prior rend from the speeches 
of Liberals, allowing what they had 
promised, and then contrasted that with 
what they had done. The tariff had not 
been reduced, nor bad the expenditure 
ueeu decreased; on the contrary, the ex- 
penditure hud increased $10,000,000. The 
duty on tobacco had been raised 1-1 cents 
per pound. This was an outrage, as to- 
bacco was not now in any sense a luxury, 
hut it necessity. Mr. Foster, when the 
Conservatives were in power, and he had 
a surplus, used to look around and reduce 
the taxation— not on the luxuries— but ou 
the necessities of life— such as sugar. 
Nearly everything which was needed to- 
day was higher than it was a few years 
ago. The Times had said that he had" said 
that mining machinery was 20 per cent, 
now and 20 per cent, four years ngo. 
What he said was that farming machin- 
ery was at those quotations now and 
tueu. 

Taking up the question of cabinet re- 
luvwentntioii, Col. Prior told of the per- 
fidy of the Liherals of British Columbia 
in that connection— how they had scoffed 
at him when lie was given 'a position in 
the cabinet early in 1800, and how since 
then they had kept quiet on the matter 
not caring to embarrass the party in 
power. 

Mr. Helmekeu had made a strong point 
at Metohosin the other day when be said 
that if the Liberals wanted to look up 
ancient history they might ask who it 
was who had removed the terminus of 
Ibe C. 1'. It. from Esquimau to Vancou- 
ver? 

The chairman had alluded to the 
question or the maintenance of lepers. 
He had brought up tin? question in the 
house, but-had been told that the gov- 
ernment had no power to do this. But 
even while Mr. Fisher was telling this 
the government was taking lepers from 
Xovu Scotia and Manitoba! The Chi- 
nese question was next touched upon. It 
was a most important question. The lo- 
cal government, of course, had no power, 
lie and Mr. Earle had exercised their in- 
fluence to get the tax raised to .$500, but 
the best the government would do was to 
raise it to $51). A commission hud been 
appointed, but before the commission had 
sat the elections would he over, and of 
what use was the commission then? 

There was not much use, he thought, in 
saying a great deal about Yukon mat- 
ters, as all present, no doubt, had friends 
who knew of the corruption in the Yu- 
kon district. 

The Times hail charged him of using 
the franking privilege to too great extent 
while at Ottawa. Trttq, he had done so; 
hut. Senator Templemau had done the 
same; and, in fact, all the Liberals had 
sent 20 to bis one. And since the par- 
liament had dissolved Sir Richard was 
pushing the franking privilege for all he 
was worth. 

A man named Bailey, who was a care- 
taker at the post olllce, was turned out 
of olllce without consideration for the 
splendid service he hail rendered the Em- 
pire in the past; and in contradistinction 
to this, a Boer sympathizer, Mr. Mar- 
chant, had been given a soft job and af- 
terwards an increase of salary. Col. 
Prior closed with expressing the belief 
that the Conservatives will once again 
assume the reins of olllce, and asking for 
support for himself and his colleague.

(Applause.) Regarding mail grievances, 
Col. Prior sympathized much with the 
residents who were deprived of proper 
facilities, 

Mr. Earle was the next speaker. He 
also thanked them for coming out on such 
a wet night, and without indulging in a 
lengthy speech, told of what was the 
policy of the Conservative party and 
the weaknesses of the Laurier-Tarte gov- 
ernment. Hundreds of Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier's former supporters were leaving the 
party because of unfulfilled pledges. He 
sympathized with the residents of lioss 
Hay in the matter of inadequate mail 
facilities and deplored the fact that the 
Liberals had uot seen lit to grant the 
prayers of many petitioners wlio had 
brought the matter to the (ltteution of 
the government. Terhnps this wfta lo- 
calise MCtorin was returning Conserva- 
tive members'. Sir. Enrle next touched 
upon the increase in expenditure and the 
expose of Mr. Cook, who had showed up 
only recently the government's shortcom- 
ings in many important particulars. Mr. 
Cook had created a sensation by his 
charge that he was offered a senatorehip 
for the sum of §10,000. Senator Tom* 
pieman had been loud in his denunciation 
df the senate, but he got there, and now 
lie was silent, 

There was no question but that the 
Conservatives would be elected nt the 
forthcoming contest; and if they were' 
there was little doubt but tie postal de- 
livery would be extended to toW district.

Messrs Drury and Riley Address 
a Small Assemblage of 
Electors. 



Mr. Riley Promises to Secure a 
Fog Horn For Victoria 
Harbor- 



Aii audience of thirty-live assembled lust 
night lu Masonic hull, Ksqulmult, to heud 
addresses from Messrs. Riley and Drury.tlie 
Llberul candidates, on the Issues of the 
campaign. The candidates were accompani- 
ed by Lt.-Ool. Gregory, and Messrs. Gor- 
don Hunter and V. J. Denne, who also ad- 
dressed the meeting. The speeches were of 
n general nature, neither of the candidates 
presenting anything new or original. Mr. 
Klley's remarks occupied less than five 
minutes, and the other orations, , tuougn 
longer, consisted mainly lu denunciation of 
Hie Conservative party and all its works. 
The old stock arguments were trotted out 
and ridden to death, by each In turn, with 
such damnable iteration that the wearied 
audience gradually melted awuy, 'so that 
when Mr. Ocane rose to speak all but six- 
teen had tied from the hall. 
Mr. Victor Howard was appointed chair- 
man. In answer to an enquiry, the chair- 
man Informed those present that anyone 
lu the audience would have the privilege of 
speaking after the regular speakers had 
concluded. 

Mr. George Riley announced that he and 
Mr. Drury had been the unanimous choice 
Cf the Liberal convention as candidates for 
Victoria, and as such were seeking the sup- 
port of the electors. He was an out aud out 
supporter of Sir Wilfrid Laurler, aud his 
policy lu Its entirety. He would, If elect- 
ed, advocate the placing of a fog horn at 
the entrance of Vlctorlu harbor, the settle- 
ment of the Songhees reserve aud the ex- 
t(:ntlon of the Island railway. 

In answer to a question Mr. Riley said 
to was In favor of the alien law. lu refer- 
fnee to the Chinese question, he would ad- 
IQCttto u system of registration, for every 
Canadian who went to China or Japan ho 
would allow a CUInnman or Japanese to 
enter Uiviiuda, and no more. He would 
favor an Increased capitation tax on Chin- 
ese. 

Mr. Drury spoke of the large Increase In 
trade and the prosperity of the Dominion 
inder the Liberal regime. He defended the 
government against the charge made by the 
opposition that the Increase In the price 
of binder twine was due to the Liberal 
policy, with respect to that commodity. 
The real cause, said Mr. Drury, was the 
Philippine war, which raised the price of 
the raw material. He compared the Conser- 
vative railway policy with that of the Lib- 
erals, claiming that the C. P. It. had been 
bonussed extravagantly by the Conserva- 
tives, whereas the Libera l« had made a 
businesslike bargain with the Canada Nor- 
thern nud the Crows Nest railway. The 
arrangement with the latter line was es- 
pecially praiseworthy, as the Interests of 
the people were safeguarded In every way, 
and that policy alone should secure the 
maintenance In power of the Liberal party. 
The government had only given the Crow's 
Nest Pass railway about ?;i,00O,00O, and 
had retained the best of the coal lauds and 
the right to regulate freight rates. He 
claimed that the Intercolonial railway 
under Liberal rule had become a paying 
property. The C. P. R. was now endeavor- 
ing to coerce the government with regard 
to the winter port of St. John, but Mr. 
Blair was bold enough to defy the C. P. R. 
and preserve the public Interests from the 
greed of that corporation. The settlement 
of the Manitoba school question wa.i an- 
other laurel In the crown of Liberal states- 
manship, and he would like Col. Prior to 
define the policy of the Conservative party 
on Hint question to-day — four years ago It 
was remedial legislation, to be forced on 
the province, what Is It to-day? He would 
like Col. Prior to deny the truth of that 
statement and those which had proceeded 
it. Mr. Drury then touched briefly on pre- 
ferential trade, penny postage and asked 
If Col. Prior could deny the benefits con- 
ferred by these two Items of Liberal policy. 
The adoption of the provincial voters" lists 
in Dominion elections was commended, as 
well as the attempt to reveal the county 
boundaries for Dominion constituencies 
frustrated by the senate. Were Col. Prior 
aud Mr. ICarle in favor of these changes, 
to be made by n commission of Judges: 
The Liberals had abolished the sweating 
fystem, by providing that fnlr wages be 
paid in all public works. Did the Conser- 
ratives ever recognize the worklngmeu by 
establishing a department of labor aud a 
Labor Gazette. Yet Cul. Trior claimed that 
•he Liberals had stolen the Conservative 
policy. Another matter In which Conser- 
vatives had failed had been arranged by 
Mr. Fielding— the placing of Canadian se- 
curities on the trustee securities list In 
Great Britain. The denunciation of the 
German treaties was also secured by the 
Liberals, and a series of Conservative de- 
ficits has been changed to an average an 
nual surplus of $1,000,000. Mr. Riley had 



called tire speakers attention to the number 
of men In Victoria who had been receiving 
pensions from the Dominion government, 
men who did not need pensions, nud In 
many eases, did not deserve them. The re- 
peal of the Superannuation Act would put 
an end to this extravagance in the future. 
What was the Conservative policy V Did 
they object to the settlement of the school 
question, the establishment of penny post- 
age, or the creation of a surplus?. Did the 
Colonist, tin; organ of the Conservatives, 
object to these Liberal achievements? Mr. 
Drury, en passant, complimented the Colo- 
nist on the fair, dignified tone It had adopt- 
ed during this campaign, a pleasing varia- 
tion from the policy of personal abuse in- 
dulged In by many of the party Journals. 
He then read extracts from Pamphlet No. 
(i, bearing on the sending of the contin- 
gents- to South Africa-he did not think 
Col. l'rlor or Mr. Karle would approve of 
that pamphlet. The speaker charged Sir 
Charles Tapper with recklessness of state- 
ment In many Instances, and wouud up by 
asklng the voters present to sent to Ot- 
tawa two representatives who would aid 
film In carrying on the policy of progress 
ho happily Inaugurated by the Liberal gov- 
ernment. 

Col. Gregory apologized for not having 
his subject well In hand and asked permis- 
sion to refer to his notes, which were alarm- 
ingly voluminous to those who hoped for 
a reasonably short speech. He would refer 
to but two subjects. First of these was 
the corrupt practices of the Conservatives 
and the clean record of the Liberals. He 
stigmatized the Tupper-Slf ton llraudon 
meeting as a fiasco lu which Sir Illbbert 
was rightly humiliated. The alleged elec- 
tion frauds In Manitoba were dwelt upon, 
the Colonel reading extracts from the evid- 
ence glve.i by the Informer Freeborn, when 
he made his celebrated statement In court. 
The Colonel then referred to other corrupt 
election practices lu Ontario constituencies 
in which he claimed the Conservatives were 
the guilty parties. Regarding the so-called 
loyalty cry, Col. Gregory objected to Con- 
servatives claiming to be the only party of 
loyalty. Liberals had a ting aud were loyal 
as well as the Conservatives. He deprecated 
what be described as the '•attempt of the 
Conservatives to raise racial prejudice." 
Ot his own knowledge, the French-Cana- 
dians were as loyal as any class of Cana- 
dians, anil Instanced the ease of Col. Pelle- 
tler, a personal friend, who had sustained ■> 
life long Injury In lighting for Ilrltaln in 
South Africa. The Liberals had settled the 
school question, promoted trade under the 
preferential tariff, secured the denunciation 
of the Belgian and Germany treaties, estab- 
lished penny postage, secured the recogni- 
tion of Canada among the nations, estab- 
lished a labor bureau, secured the public 
lauds for the actual settler, and lastly, and 
best of all, had given Canada a business 
government. 

Mr. Gordon Hunter devoted his remarks 
principally to emphasizing upon the audi- 
ence the Importance of returning to parlia- 
ment supporters of the Liberal government, 
men friendly to the administration, who, 
would be likely to secure a fair share of 
government patronage. The extension of 
the 13, & N. railway to the North end of 
the Island would build up Victoria to a 
city of ir>0,000 inhabitants In a few years, 
and It was most vital to the interests of 
the city that members should be sent 
Ottawa who would be lu a position to up- 
proach the government as friends, aud se- 
cure the necessary uld to this important 
work. He vigorously denounced the na- 
tional policy, claiming that under It a 
class of millionaires was created to the 
detriment of worklngmeu and farmers, 
lie ridiculed Sir Charles Tupper's proposed 
reciprocal tariff with Great Britain, claim 
ing that Sir Wilfrid Laurler's preferential 
tiirlfT was the first step towards the great 
Liberal desideratum— free trade. Victoria 
returns one-third of the total British Col- 
umbia representation in the house of com- 
mons, and It was of the most vital Import- 
ance that they elect men upon whom they 
could thoroughly depend. 

Mr. F. J. Denne made a brief address, 
congratulating the electors of Victoria on 
their felicitous oh dec of candidates to use 
every effort to elect these two gentlemen 
on November 7. dr. Denne claimed that 
the Conservatives were disunited on ques- 
tions of policy, that their defeat on election 
day was certain, and closed with a fervid 
appeal to worklngmeu to vote for the Lib- 
eral candidates.

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THERE WAS NO NUGGET. 

false Interview Given by n Swedish 
Imitator of the Shanghai 
Correspondents. 

The Ktory given to the Colonist on 
Sunday of the finding of a large nugget 
valued nt $000 on Thompson creek, off 
Knight's inlet, in the romantic manner 
therein described, by u Swede trapper 
ami hand-logger named Fred Westberg, 
flic alleged discoverer, who then gave 
his name tin Ole Ole-son, has, on further 
investigation, proved to he untrue. 

The story was given to it compositor of 
the Colonist and later repeated in an in- 
terview to n Colonist reported by West 
berg, alias Olewon, apparently in good 
fa. Hi. Westberg, in company with 
printer, came to the Colonist editorial 
rooms on Saturday afternoon to tell tin 
story. There were no reporters ill it: 
the "time ,und he told the talc of the nl 
leged find to n compositor. Later a re 
porter met the two nt the Queen's ho- 
tel, Nik's was the first seen, and he call- 
ed the Swede into the bar, and intro- 
duced him to the reporter as Mr. Oletson 
Then Oletson told the story as was print 
ed. 

To-day lie appeared at the Colonist of- 
fice and said the story of the find was 
untrue. A reporter again interviewed this 
disciple of the Shanghai correspondent 
yesterday afternoon, and Westberg admit- 
ted that he had lied. lie said lie knew 
he had lied anil, in fact, made a full 
confession that he was a liar and no or 
ilinary one. 

The fact Unit he is so strong in lyinj 
may therefore give little weight to his 
reiteration yesterday afternoon that he 
had found gold at Knight's inlet, al- 
though not in such paying qualities n-s he 
said on Saturday evening. Yesterday he 
said that as far as hi.s story of having 
found placers on Thompson creek was 
concerned, it was true. lie had punned 
gravel there which went live cents to 
the pun. He hud, however, not found 
the big nugget. 

Asked why lie had then stilted that he 
hud, he said that Niles hud thought that 
a newspaper would pay four or live dol- 
lars for a story of a find such us that, 
and hud asked him to say so, for he was 
anxious to get n few dollars to get out ot 
town. Niles hud learned of his nrrivul 
from Knight's inlet on the tug Hope, and 
of his find of gold bearing gravel, the ex- 
tent and richness of which could not he 
stated, but from which lie hud taken 
live cents per pun. Then Niles hud told 
him to say his name whs Oleeon, and 
had put the story of the nugget in his 
mouth. Together they came to the Col- 
onist and told their story to the composi- 
tor, as they later told it to a reporer. 

"Niles in u liar," said Wesherg to the 
reporter. "And yourself?" said the re- 
porter. "Oh," said the short Swede, "he 
not bane the only one in the world."

In the mut- 
ter of the petition of F. A. Jackson nud 
others for a sewer on Avnlon road, the 
engineer reported that lie had surveyed 
the street and found that it wns not 
suitable, us not in accordance with the 
sewerage plan. He recommended that 
no action he taken. Adopted. 

Annie B. Fleming and HO others called 
attention to the insufficient light nt the 
corner of North Chatham and Cham- 
bers streets, and asked that an electric 
light be placed there. The petitioners 
also asked that land ho bought by the 
•council to widen the street. Referred 
to the electric light committee. Resi- 
dents of Morton street also asked for an 
electric light, which wns also referred to 
the electric light committee.

Hi.s licensers are the 
Lion Brewing Company, of Rossland, 
British Columbia. 

" The young man bobbed up in New 
York a week ago, after four years' ab- 
sence from town. An irate father was 
to blame for his sudden departure, Init 
reports reached the Tenderloin that the 
young spendthrift wns settling down in 
British Columbia and doing a fine busi- 
ness there. But the reports were not 
accurate, for Deputy Marshal Bernhard 
hud a warrant In hta pocket for the 
young man's arrest a week ago, and he 
was looking high and low for him. 

"Yuengling avoided the Tenderloin, 
and that was where Bernhard naturally 
sought him. But he caught him yester- 
day morning in New street, just ufter 
he walked out of the Hoffman House 
cafe. 

" ' Is this Frederick D. Yuengling?' 
asked Bernhard. 

" ' Yes,' replied Yuengling, all unsus- 
pecting. 'Why do you ask?', 

" ' You are my prisoner,' was Bern- 
iinnl's answer. 

"A few minutes later Bernhard hnd 
his man before United States Commis- 
sioner Alexander in the Federal build- 
ing. 

" ' What have you to say?' asked Com- 
missioner Alexander of Yuengling. 

" ' Not u word,' replied the young man. 

" ' I request,' snid Acting Consul-Gen- 
eral 0. Olive Mayley, of Grout Britain, 
' that the prisoner he held until extra- 
dition papers can be mudo out. Then 
wo can arrange for the rctu-u of the 
prisoner to British Columbia.'

How Anarchists 
Make Schemes 



Parisian Detective Indulges 
a Little Confidential Chat 
on Their Ways.

"Anarchists? Yes. We have our hands 
•pretty full of them juot now," observed 
one of the chiefs of the Paris Surete to 
rue recently, as we sat together on the 
terrace or the Cafe do la Paix sipping 
our uiazagrans. 

1 may as well explain that once I was 
able to" render this great little man a ser- 
vice. Hence, when in Paris, we often 
have a confidential chat, lie has kindly 
given his consent to his words appeariut 
in The Daily Mail, with one proviso— 
namely, that his name shall not be given. 

Thin, dark-haired, pale-faced, smart 
and dapper, his appearance is more that 
of a business man than that of one of 
the heads of one of the greatest detective 
departments in the world, the Paris Sm- 
ote. His special department is watch- 
ing anarchists, and his rather gloomy 
bureau is the centre of police activity in 
Europe that seeks to control the gentry 
of the poigntird and bomb. Before lunch- 
ing I had sat in his office turning over 
album after album of photographs, all of 
known anarchists— French, Italian, Ger 
man, Belgian, Spanish, even Brazilian— 
to each of which was a short description 
and a note saying where the dossier of 
the suspected person could be obtained. 
It was a marvellous collection; a verit- 
able feast for the physiognomist. Some 
were prison photographs, yellow and fad- 
ed; others bearing the names of well- 
known photographers in various towns in 
Kurope. 

"Yes," said my friend, when I remark- 
ed upon them, as we sat before the Opera 
"our arrangements here in Paris aru 
practically perfect. After the Cafe Ter- 
mlniw explosion my special department 
was formed, and the police of Europe 
now work in unison with us. Every 
photo we obtain— by secret means, of 
course— we copy and send out to the pol- 
'ice of the other capitals; while they on 
their part send out copies of all their 
photos to us. It in perhaps something to 
say, hut I can honestly say it, that at 
this moment there is not a single anar- 
chist in the whole of PaTis that I could 
not place my hand upon within half an 
hour. My assistants, eighteen of them, 
have brought the watching of these gen- 
tleman to a fine art."

"And, notwithstanding this, two at- 
within four days!" I remarked. 

"Madmen," he responded, quickly. 
"They were not anarchists. How can 
you control a madman, who, suddenly 
seeing a monarch drive past, pulls out a 
revolver? There was no plot, like that 
which Bros*' consummated at Monzn. 

We 
knew several weeks ago, by the unusual 
activity and tension in circles we were 
watching that something was about to 
transpire.

From Berlin came the reply 
that the same tension was observed there 
but ife cause could not be discovered. 
Truth to tell, wo suspected that an at- 
tempt was to be made either upon one of 
the royalties visiting Paris to see the

"Is there any truth in the rumour that 
the plot includes other royalties? I in- 
quired. 

"Most certainly. Within the past two 
days some very startling information has 
reached me. To be brief, it was intended 
to assassinate the German Emperor, the 
young King of Spain, the Emperor of 

I Austria, and the unfortunate King Hum- 
bert. The plot was a wonderfully wide 

| spread one. more formidable, I think, 
than any of the previous ones. That it 

I originated in America is without doubt; 
but in the light of later facts we can Bee 
that one of the branches here in Paris 
was extremely active. One of their num- 
ber, an ouvrier who lived up in the Hue 
Constance, was found dead in the Seine 
and taken to the Morgue a fortnight ago, 
We have since learned that he was re- 
moved by his fellow-conspirators on ac- 
count of a suspicion that he was one of 
our spies." 

"And was he? I asked'. 
My friend can fully rolled his cigarette 
but made no reply. Of course, I did not 
press him, and he on his part, deftly 
turned the conversation by saying: You 
must not think that the attempts on the 
Shah were by anarchists. Both were 
half-witted fellows, like Sipido, whose 
escape by the way, has had the effect of 
encouraging the assassins. That incid 
out is to be much regretted. The action 
of the Belgian government has merely 
put a premium on regicide. I should 
never be surprised to hear of an attempt 
against their own king, for Belgium is a 
veritable hot-bed for Anarchy." 

"But this great plot, of which Bressi 
was the first chosen assassin? Will ar- 
rests be made?" 

"Yes, a good many and in various parts 
of the Continent and America. In Paris 
I shall make arrests when I receive re- 
plies to certain telegraphic inquiries I am 
making. You may afterward expect 
some curious details, and then the public 
will not blame the police — the French 
police at any rate — for inactivity. It 
may surprise you, perhaps, to know that 
since Sunday week I have had twenty- 
three additional police agents at work 
dav and night, and the information they 
have collected shows that both day anil 
hour of the attempt were known. ' Fur- 
ther, a telegram in code despatched from 
Milan and giving the news reached a 
certain anarchist living in Moutmnrtre 
three hours ahead of the first Intelligence 
of the assassination. I have the original 
of that telegram."

ON WALL STREET. 

New York, Oct. 22.— To-day's active sneeu- 
lutluu was brought uu with u sharp turn 
in the linal hour of the trading by a flurry 
In the rute for cull money, which curried 
it up to live per cent. In some of the stocks 
most affected by the hue selliue the earlier 
gains were entirely wiped away and the 
average level was carried down considerably 
below the best of the day. The effort of 
the bulls to retrieve their ground caused u 
very unsettled tone, but the closing wna 
on the whole easy, with the buoyant sunn 
apparently taken out of the market. Cur- 
rency shipments by the sub-treasury to 
various points west and southwest from the 
latter part of August, when the movement 
began, to Suturday lust, when It radically 
terminated, amounted to $14,720,000. Of 
this amount Chicago got $2,750,000; St. 
Louis. $3,300,000: Kansas City. $200,000. 
and New Orleans. $8,107,000. The money 
was chiefly used on previous occuslons to 
move the sugar cane crop. This year uu 
exceptionally large amount of money went 
into the cotton movement, the New Orleans 
market being more active In that commod- 
ity because of the Galveston disaster 
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Money loaning at 4 per cent.

DEFENCES OF DOVER. 

A Sham Battle Reveals Sources of 
Weakness in Obsolete Artillery. 

Fiom the London News, 

Dover front was crowded until what 
is for Dover a very late hour last night. 
A night attack on the glowering and 
apparently tenantless fortress was upper- 
most in every one's iniiidj and they staid 
out until long after midnight, momentar- 
ily expecting the batteries to belch out 
tongues of flame, and to see tho bay il- 
luminated by wide, sweeping lights dis- 
closing the machinations of an enemy's 
cruisers. However, the pyrotechnic dis- 
play did not come off until broad day- 
light, when much of its effect was, of 
course, lost. 

The defences of Dover are being 
strengthened contemporaneously with the 
construction of the national harbor in 
the bay. To the northeast of Castle 
Hill there is tho new Langdon Bath. In 
the south lines two distinct sets of new 
works have been laid out, nnd culled re- 
spectively the Citadel and the Western 
Outer Works. It was in order to test 
the placing nnd tho mountings of the 
ordnance in these new positions that the 
operations were designed. 

Reveille was sounded at an early hour, 
and the gnrrison was taken from that 
moment as being in a state of mobiliza- 
tion. 

About o'clock we saw smoke rise in 
black, unlovely columns from the entire 
lieet, which was smuggled in the lee of 
one of the piers in the bay. Shortly 
afterward a solitary gun was fired as a 
signal that the day's work was about to 
commence. The black columns of smoke 
rapidly became streaks, and afterwards, 
ns the various craft disappeared, in the 
vicinity of the Lord Warden Hotel and 
sttetching away southward almost as far 
as the Shakespeare Cliff, were little par- 
tics of infantry, with numerous light 
field guns, three-pounders and Maxim- 
Nordenfeldt machine guns. On the Ad- 
miralty Pier there were similar parties, 
and steam was up in the turret, which 
used to mark the point of the Admiralty 
Pier, where the 81-ton guns still are. 

Presently, from out the haze, three 
black specks, like Gargantuan beetles, 
approached rapidly, as if driving directly 
against the gleaming white front of the 
Shakespeare ClilT. Then the very founda- 
tions seemed to shake as the nine-inch 
guns from Saint Martin's batteries broke 
forth in sonorous song, and the music 
was taken up from different parts of the 
south lines. No craft could live many 
seconds against such Ore, and, hugging 
inshore for a while, tho destroyers, 
which were tactically cruisers, tinned 
sharply round and steamed for the bay. 
That attack was beaten off, and as they 
scurried away, I was able to discern 
that the craft were the Albatross, the 
Ariel nnd the Cynthia. 

Then there came another lull, but this 
at last was broken by the appearance, 
somewhat more to the northward, of the 
remaining vessels of the enemy's fleet, 
followed by another outburst of fire from 
Saint Martin's and u battery beyond the 
Castle Hill, probably the Langdon. 
Speedily realizing that against such a 
force it was impossible to attempt a 
landing, the boats put back to sea nnd 
took shelter in the haze that played so 
friendly a part to our enemy. To all 
intents and purposes the naval portion 
of the fight was over. 

For the tactical purposes of the second 
portion of tho day's proceedings we hnd 
to assume that the enemy had effected 
a landing nt Snint Margaret's Bay. The

STARVING INDIANS. 

They Are Having a Hard Time at 
Pemberton Meadows, 

From Columbian. 

Mr. Joseph Cole, of Upper Sumns, who 
bus been visiting in New Westminister 
after some time spent prospecting about 
Pemberton Meadows, reports that the 
Indians there are facing dire distress. 
The high water ruined the potatoes, one 
of th"ir great staples, and the scarcity 
of salmon bus made their misery com- 
plete, the supplies they have been able 
to buy being far from sufficient for the 
winter. The high water also caused 
serious losses of cattle and chickens. 
The Indians from Douglas to Pember- 
ton Meadows are a fleeted by these con- 
ditions. They need food for the winter 
and seed for the spring. Appeals on 
their behalf to the Indian agent, Mr. 
Cole says, have mot with the response 
that the Indians can come to town nnd 
work, but if the younger men did this, 
he points out, they would not possibly 
be able to send sufficient help to tho old 
and feeble and the women and children 
left on the reservation.

Fortifications; Major-Gen. A. E. Turner, 
Inspector General of Auxiliary Forces, 
and Major-Gen. Hallam 1'urr, Command- 
ing the Southern District, watched the 
operations from the castle, with Col. 
Lake, the commanding Royal Artillery- 
man, who was in command of the de- 
fense. 

The second, or land fight did not com- 
mence until 11 o'clock, by which hour 
tlie troops in the various forts had re- 
freshed themselves and the Earl of 
March, who commanded the invading 
forts, had assembled his forces. The 
instructions given to Lord March were 
to "seize Langdon Battery, which lies 
southwest of Langdon Hole." On the 
other bund, Col. Lake was again in com- 
mand of the defenders as fortress com- 
mander. 

It would have required an army corps 
to Hccure the object which Lord March 
was ordered to seek. The attack was 
made almost directly from the front, and 
but little attempt seemed to be made to 
find another way round. When the ceaso 
fire sounded the invader's right was held 
by Fort Burgoyne, his front by a bat- 
tery of position near Broad Lee's Farm, 
and his left by Langdon Battery, which, 
however, had never occasion to come in- 
to action. 

There are two matters in connection 
with this fight that I can scarcely permit 
myself to refer to lest I should adopt un- 
usually violent forms of expression. The 
battery of guns thrown foreward by the 
defenders at Broad Lee's was of old for- 
ty-pounders, which have boon obsolete in 
the army certainly for over ten years, 
guns which have no sort of range,which 
in order to get them up to their position 
had to be hauled by tho traction engine. 
But . more terrible still to contemplate 
was a rusty specimen of a twenty-flve- 
pounder, muzzle-loading piece which to 
my horror and consternation I saw fired 
by tho defenders. If possible, even worse, 
than the fact that the gun was fired at" 
a)!, or seen anywhere In these flnys out- 
side a museum, was tho method of Its 
loading. There appeared to be no twenty, 
five-pounder muzzle-loading cartridges 
available, and so those of forty-pounder 
gun were used in a manner that certainly 
had tlie merit of being simple. The 
cartridge bag was broken and n few fist- 
fulls of powder taken out nnd thrown in- 
to an open pail. That my country should 
be discovered in this pass! I have no 
stomach for more. After tlie day's work 
had been brought to a close the Com- 
mander-in-Chief made a close inspection 
of the new Langdon Battery, and later 
in the afternoon he brought his visit to 
a close.

Liberal Dancing; and the Conservative

In opposition that was their policy, and 
when they got into power they put it on 
the statute book. We fought for it ut the 
polta in 1878; we fought for it in 1S81 
and in 1S87, und in 1S91 (applause), and 
in 18'Jli, we otood on the same platform, 
and we stand upon it to-day. (Tremend- 
ous cheering.) We do not propose to 
change our policy because we go out or 
because we stay in. I wish to say it to 
night, and to say it so loud and so strong 
that it may be heard nil over the coun 
try, that the Liberal-Conservative party 
stands in name as well as in principle 
for that adequate and thorough protec- 
tion to the industries of Canada which 
it is necessary for this country to have 
in order to sustain them against the 
commercial competition of other coun- 
tries and of (he United States of Ameri- 
ca, especially. (Applause.) 



Yeserday afternoon the citizens of Vic- 
toria, in a peculiarly pleasing and fitting 
manner, bade a formal farewell to Rear 
Admiral Beaumont, who is leaving to 
assume the position of commander-in- 
chief of the Australian squadron, und 
Mrs. Beaumont. 

The ceremony took place in the assem- 
bly room ut the parliament building, and 
was witnessed and participated in by 
large number of the leading citizens, at- 
tended by their wives and daughters, to 
Bother with nearly all of those holding 
Olllcial positions in the community. 

Admiral Beaumont was presented witli 
an engrossed address by Mayor Hay 
ward, on behalf of the citizens of Vic- 
toria, and made an impressive response, 
calculated to endear himself and Mrs. 
Beaumont — if it were possible — more than 
ever to the people from whom they are 
taking leave. Afterwards the Comman- 
der-in-Chief und Mrs, Beaumont were 
presented wilh bouquets of choice cut 
Mowers, and later Sir Henri July, on be- 
half of the citizens of Victoria, handed 
the Admiral a massive nugget. 

Owing to the fact that the committee 
who had in hand the matter of making 
arrangements for the affair had very lit- 
tle time at their disposal, it was found 
impossible to issue invitations; and the 
public received notification of the event 
ttolr-ly through the columns of the press. 
When that fact is considered the attend- 
ance was large. 

The Admiral's party was on hand 
early. The Commander-in-Chief was at- 
tended by a large staff, made up of near- 
ly all Die officers of Her Majesty's ships 
now in port and the officers of the land 
forces. The City band was stationed 
back of the press gallery and rendered 
appropriate selections. 

Slimy of those who attended to witness 
the proceeding and bid the Admiral good- 
bye arrived in hacks, which were drawn 
up in front of the main entrance to the 
parliament buildings. A squad of city 
police, under command of Chief Langley, 
lined the steps of the entrance as a guard, 
and at 3 o'clock there was a large crowd 
assembled in the rotunda and the assem- 
bly room. 

Shortly nfter 3 o'clock His Worship 
Mayor Hnywnrd, accompanied by Sir 
Henri .Toly, led the Admiral and Mrs. 
Beaumont, who were followed by the 
staff of naval and marine officials to the 
npeaker's dins, where the presentations 
were made. 

The Comnmllder-in-Cliief and Mrs. 
Beaumont, taking splits on either side of 
Sir Henri .Toly, His Worship Mayor 
HnywnrV. saitl lie desired to express IM" 
satisfaction nt the opportunity thus af- 
forded him of being permitted to men- 
tion the feeling of very general regret 
which prevailed in the community owing 
to the departure of the Admiral and Mrs-. 
Beaumont from Victoria. They worr 
held in universal regard and esteem, and 
he could only hope for their uninterrupt- 
ed happiness iii the far distant land to 
which they were going. 

His Worship was suffering from a most 
severe cold and found it: impossible to 
read the address. He. therefore, called 
upon Wellington ,T. Dowler. city clerk, 
to perform that task, which that official 
did in his customary graceful manner. 
The address was as follows:

On Mr. Dowler handing the same to the 
Admiral, the Commander-in-Chief rose 
and said:

"To Roar-Admiral, Lewis A. Beaumont, 
Commander-in-Chief, IT. M. Ships 
of the Pacific Squadron: 

"Sir, — The undersigned, on behalf of 
the municipal council and people of the 
city of Victoria, deem it fitting at the 
present time, in view of your early de- 
parture to assume command of Her 
Majesty's fleet in Australian waters, to 
give expression to the sentiments of 
esteem and regard cordiu.ly entertained 
for you, which have been formed during 
your brief residence in "the city. 

" The friendly interest manifested by 
you in the city's progress and welfare, 
I he support and influence which you 
have always cheerfully extended to both 
public and private functions, and the 
uniform courtesy which has marked all 
your relations with the people of Vic- 
toria, have been appreciated by them iji 
no ordinary degree, and will not be for- 
gotten.

H. the Duke 
of York to open the proceedings of the 
first parliament of the commonwealth of 
the federated colonies of Australia.

" Mr. Mayor,— It Is only in a few 
simple words that I can attempt to reply 
becomingly to the address with which 
you have honored me. 1 find myself in 
too new a position in speaking before 
such a distinguished assembly to be able 
to do more than express my heartfelt 
thanks for the esteem and regard which 
you have shown me, not only here to- 
day, but ever since I came among you. 

" It. is seldom that tin admiral is so 
fortunate as I am, for I attribute this 
kindly and courteous act to me from 
you, Mr. Mayor, on behalf of the muni- 
cipal council and people of the city of 
Victoria, in a great measure to the ex- 
cellent and happy relations which have 
ever existed between this capital and 
the navy. If I read your hearts aright, 
you have been predisposed by your 
knowledge of the worth of Her 
Majesty's naval officers and men and 
their known sentiments of appreciation 
for Victoria and her citizens, to do 
special honor to their commander-in- 
chief, anil in their company, who have 
been so loyal to me, and who have 
made my service so plensant, I gladly 
accept your words of praise and the as- 
surance that in representing them and 
the glorious service to which we belong, 
I have been courteous and sympathetic 
in my relations to you. 

" It is quite true that I have been, and 
shall continue to be, interested in the 
[irogress of your city; for, apart from 
the kindness and attention which have 
been so freely extended to me, it would 
have been impossible, as an Englishman, 
to have remained unmoved or held 
aloof from a community which showed 
such splendid attachment to the Empire 
und such devotion to the cause which 
we believe to be the destiny of our race 
to secure for all men — that they should 
live in freedom under a Christian rule — 
and that spirit which was brought out 
so strikingly by the Boer war — that 
spirit of loyalty to the Queen and to the 
great principles of our English institu- 
tions is seen in all that you do in your 
daily life, and stamps the character of 
Victorians with honesty, hospitality and 
charity — veritably the three graces. 

" Your congratulations to me and your 
jni^veut ill my new appointment nro very 
pleasant to ?>ie, and I shall carry away 
the remembrance of them to lighten the 
labors of what may prove to be a dilll- 
eult task. It would be very agreeable 
to me to think that your flattering in- 
terpretation of my appointment to the 
Australian command was the right one; 
but in any case— and I recommend this 
attitude of mind to all. young men start- 
ing in life as the result of my experi- 
ence — I will take pains to do my best, 
and if it is possible earn the high dis- 
tinction of a satisfied conscience. 

" I am pleased and grateful to learn 
that the feeling of sincere regret with 
which I am leaving Victoria is recipro- 
cated by so many friends in going from 
one great division of the Empire, now 
so long in its majority, to the other great 
division only just created— for all you 
have said and done I thank you with 
all sincerity and truth; but there is one 
tiling that you have said, Mr. Mayor, 
which strikes a deeper chord of response 
than any other, and which has gone 
straight to my heart — for this I do not 
find that suitable words, wherein to 
thank you, come readily to my lips. I 
can only say that when I heard that the 
citizens of Victoria desired to express, 
:u their true sentiments, their 'affec- 
tionate regard ' for my wife, I was 
deeply touched and very closely drawn 
to them. 

"And now may I, in my turn, wish 
you, and through you send to all those 
whom you s.. well and worthily repre- 
sent, my heartfe.t and therefore my best 
wishes, not only lor their welfare and 
prosperity, but also for the prosperity of 
Vicforia, the one capital to the west- 
ward of all America, and therefore the 
Queen City of the West.' 

On the conclusion of Admiral Beau- 
mont's remorks, there was an outburst of 
applause, all present being visibly lf- 
feeted by the very impressive speech they 
had just listened to. 

After a selection from the band, His 
Worship the Mayor announced that a 
young lady in the audience had next a 
very pleasing duty to perform, and he 
asked Miss Dunsmuir to come forward. 
Hon. James Dunsmuir's little daughter, 
Kathleen, becomingly clad in gay child- 
ish attire, and bearing in her hands two 
beautiful bouquets of cut flowers, then 
stepped from the audience and present- 
ed the bouquets, with a delightful little 
bow, to the Admiral and Mrs. Beaumont, 
who feeling expressed their appreciation 
of the gift.~ 

His Worship, by a slip of the tongue, 
created laughter by announcing that "an- 
other young gentleman"" had a similarly 
pleasing duty to perform. On this Sir 
Henri Joly arose and, with that ease and 
grace of manner which have gained him 
the reputation of being the most delight- 
ful man in public life in Canada, pre- 
sented the Commander-in-Chief with a 
massive nugget. This he said he was 
commissioned to do on behalf of the peo- 
ple of Victoria. The nugget was of gold, 
but if a more precious material coald 
have been obtained, it surely would have 
been procured for the purpose of a pres- 
ent to one held in such high esteem. The 
Admiral had said he would in the new 
Geld of labor to which he had been called, 
do his best— all knew that he would do his 
duty. The people of Victoria would not 
soon forget the Admiral and Mrs. Beau- 
mont, for the kindness, courtesy and hos- 
pitality they had shown to everyone dur- 
ing their all too brief slay on this sta- 
tion. They could depart with the know- 
ledge that they had the love and affection 
of the people of Victoria. 

Admiral Beaumont was not prepared 
for this additional splendid token of 
friendship, but he could assure all present 
that the friendship which himself and 
Mrs. Beaumont had contracted for Vic- 
toria and its people would be a lasting 
tiling. (Loud applause.) 

All present then came forward and 
bade good-bye to the Admiral and Mrs. 
Beaumont. 



ADMIRAL BEAUMONT'S 
l SUCCESSOR. 

Rear-Admiral Kenny Bickford, C.mTg., 
A.D.C. to the Queen, who succeeds Rear 
Admiral Beaumont in command of the 
Pacific, was created rear admiral only 
last year, and had been captain-lieuten- 
ant of the Sheerness dockyard since lS'Jli. 
He was born in India— the second so;-, of 
W. Bickford, cf Newport House, South 
Devon. His education was received at 
the South Devon collegiate school and 
Foster's school, Stubington. He entered 
the navy in IS5S; served in China as sub- 
lieutenant during the operations in Japan, 
and at the taking of the fort of Simon 
Osake; and was se:.ior and gunnery lieu- 
tenant of the Amethyst during the action 
with the Peruvian rebel ironclad Haus- 
car. He was commander in .charge of 
the naval transport arrangements during 
the war, and negotiated the release of the 
captured crew of the Nisero at Acheen, 
for which service he was made C. M. G. 
As captain, senior ofllcer of combined 
French and British and German and 
British squadrons in various operations 
in the South Pacific, he also rendered dis- 
tinguished service. At Samoa he receiv- 
ed the surrender of Maatafa, putting a 
stop to the civil Avar in the island on thrtt 
occasion, for which lie received the 
thanks of the government. Ho com- 
manded H. M. S. Resolution in the Chan- 
nel squadron; and was captain of the 
firtt reserve, Portsmouth. Besides the 
C. M. G., Rear Admiral Bickford also 
wears the Egyptian medal, the Khedive's 
star, the Medjidie third-class, and the Ju- 
bilee medal. He is an enthusiastic cy- 
clist.
